The first possibility of a serious 
disagreement 
among

members of the quadruple entente is developing with the reluct­ 
ance of Great Britain to put forth a major effort to check the 
Teutons in the Balkans. 
The frequent war council of the allies, 
which recently have been occurring in France, ar** now* seen to 
have been due to differences of opinion concerning th** importance 
of th* Balkan operations. 
The British apparently have been for 
retiring from the field, while others, certainly Russia and Serbia, 
ut very least, are urging redoubled resistance.
